This response to restriction requiremeat is submitted in r^ly to the Examiner's Aoti on having 
a mailing date of October 13, 2004. While no fees are believed due in coonectioTi with the filing of 
this p2q)er, please charge any fees deemed necessary to Deposit Account No. 19-1970. 

In the Office Action dated October 1 3, 2004, the Examiner posed a requirement that either 
of two identified claim gruups be selected for examination. The requirement is respectfully 
traversed. In particular, each of the identified groups of claims is not related to the oth^ identified 
groups of claims as a process for using a product that can be practiced wifli another materially 
different product, or a product that can be used in a materially different process. 

In particular. Applicants note tihat the claims identified as a part of Group I (Claims 1-35) 
recite either '*a cable aperture'* (Claims 1-32) or "means for allowing a multiple conductor cable to 
exit said shield means" (Claims 33-35). In con^arison, the claims identified as belonging to 
Group n (Claims 36-50) recite "threading at least a first cable throu^ a fij-st aperture of a conductive 
shield" (Claims 36-43) or "placing at least a first cable in a first aperture of a conductive shield" 
(Claims 44-50). In view of Aesc related elements, flie finding of fiie Office Action that the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process is not accurate. 
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The apparatus claims specify that the recited aperture comprise '*u cable aperture" (Claims 



1-32) or ''means for allowing a multiple conductor cable to exit sucb shield means" (Claims 33-35). 
Furfliennore^ the apparatus claims are generally directed to a connector shield. Because a connector 
shield is recited by the £q[>paratus claims, a port throui^ which a cable maybe threaded (i.e., a cable 
aperture) is required for flie connector shield to fimctioa The provision of a viewing port or a 
cooling pott is not prohibited by the clahns> however such aport would be in addition to the claimed 
cable aperture or means for allowing a multiple conductor cable to exit tlie shield means. That is, 
while a coimector shield as claimed may be provided with axiditional features for additional 
puiposeS) the elements recited by the independent apparatus claims specify a cable aperture or means 
for allowing a multiple conductor cable to exit said shield mean3» not a viewing aperture or a cooling 
port. Fvuthermore, examination on the merits of all the pending claims would not present a serious 
burden. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Claims 1-35 (Group I) should the restriction 
requirement be made final. 

In view of the foregoing^ reconsideration and withdrawal of tlie Examiner's restriction 
requirement axe respect&lly requested. The Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by 
telephone if doing so would expedite the resolution of this case.
